City Streets 
May Be Paved 
With NRA Money 


Announcement of the projects on 
which $12,180,000 of federal money 
will be spent on Missouri roads un­ 
der the NRA act is expected in the 
near future, as the administration 
at Washington is anxious to 
get 
this work underway. Missouri was 
one of the first States to receive its 
allotment of this new Federal mon­ 
ey and the first contracts are ex­ 
pected to be let this month. 
For the first time in the history 
of the Missouri highway depart­ 
ment, federal money will be spent 
on the streets of cities of 2500 and 
over from this appropriation. The 
law provides that 50 per cent 
of 
the $12,180,000 shall be expended 
on the Federal aid 
highways 
of 
the State, not less than 25 per cent 
in cities of 2500 population 
and 
over and not more than 25 per cent 
on farm-to-market roads. There is 
no matching of funds by the State 
or cities, the money being an out­ 
right grant by the federal govern­ 
ment for the purpose of stimulat­ 
ing recovery and increasing 
em­ 
ployment. 
It can reasonably he 
expected 
that a large part of this 
federal 
money will be spent on paving of 
a permanent nature so that the 
future maintenance cost to the 
«State will be a minimum. Con­ 
crete pavements have, over a long 
period, proved to be one of the 
lowest cost pavements to the tax­ 
payers and automobile owners.

•THOUSANDS ot visitors to the 
* battlefield ot Saratoga at Schuy- 
lersville, New York, have been puz­ 
zled by this monument to a man’s 
left leg since the corner of the bat­ 
tlefield in which it stands was re­ 
stored by the Saratoga Monument 
Association. 
The memorial, apparently carved 
from a block of marble from the 
nearby Vermont quarries, does not 
mention the name of the man it 
honors, for hero though he was, he 
later became a traitor to his coun­ 
try. He was Benedict Arnold. 
When more than fifty years ago 
the association erected a monument 
to the American generals of the 
battle, Arnold’s name was omitted. 
But Maj. Gen. John Watts de Pey- 
ster, an officer of the association, 
thought some recognition of Arn­ 
old’s heroism in the battle should be 
made. He could not honor Arnold by 
name, nor could he honor the whole 
of Arnold, even anonymously. Hence 
he erected this marble memorial to 
the left leg—the leg that received a 
Hessian bullet in the thick of the 
battle.

THE FOLLOW THROUGH 
At the moment of contact with 
the ball, both arms are 
straight, 
and the wrist of the 
right 
hand 
starts to roll over. The weight of 
the body is evenly divided between 
both feet, but it slowly moving for­ 
ward. 
The arms should swing free, and 
throw the club directly away from 
the body. The eyes should still be 
looking at the place where the ball 
was lying until the arms are paral­ 
lel with the ground.

In September the Steamer Chan 
cellor on her way to St. Louis was 
at the Cairo wharf, and attracted i 
lots of sight-seers. 
She had

hoard a 32-pound brass cannon cap - 1 
tured at Vicksburg when that city! 
surrendered to Genera! Grant 
on j 
July 4th. 
The gun w'as 
cast 
in 1 
France in 1768 and was brought to* 
this country by La Fayette when he 
came over to join the Americans in j 
their fight for 
independence. 
I t ; 
was landed in Charleston, 
South 
Carolina, on April 26. 1777 and did 
service in 
several 
Revolutionary 
battles. 
The gun was 
afterward 
taken to New Oroleans and 
was 
used in the defense of the city when 
attacked hy the British army under 
General Fackingham in December, 
1814. 
When the Texas revolution 
was on against Mexico the gun was 
removed 
to 
San 
Antonio 
and 
mounted on the walls of the Alamo 
church mission. 
At the defense of 
the Alamo the Texans were practi­ 
cally 
all 
slaughtered. 
The gun 
then became Mexican property and j 
was removed to the City of Mexico. 
After a rest of more tha.n ten years 
the celebrated gun was used dur­ 
ing the Mexican War. 
When Gen­ 
eral Scott’s army entered the City 
of Mexico among the property cap­ 
tured was the veteran gun. On the 
return of Scott’s army to the States 
the gun with other war material 
was left with Government author­ 
ities. During the Civil War a New 
Orleans artillery 
company 
took 
the veteran to Vicksburg for 
de­ 
fense of that city. 
When the city 
fell into Federal hands on the 4th 
of July, 1863, our gun became our 
property again. Such is the “gene­ 
alogy” of La Fayette’s present 
to 
the U. S. 
It was truly an historic 
souvenir.—Cairo Evening Citizen.

Visitors Puzzled by 
Monument to a Leg 


T 
h o u s a n d s ot visitors to the 
battlefield of Saratoga at Schuy- 
lersvllle, New York, have bee« puz­ 
zled by this monument to a man’s 
left leg since the corner of the bat­ 
tlefield In which It stands was re­ 
stored by the Saratoga Monument 
Association. 
The memorial, apparently carved 
from a block of marble from the 
nearby Vermont quarries, does not 
mention the name of the man it 
honors, for hero though he was, he 
later became a traitoi to his coun­ 
try. He was Benedict Arnold. 
When more than fifty years ago 
the association erected a monument 
to the American general« of the 
battle, Arnold's name was omitted. 
But MaJ. Gen. John W atts de Pey- 
ster, an officer of the association, 
thought some recognition of Arn­ 
old’s heroism in the battle should be 
made. H e could not honor Arnold by 
name, nor could he honor the whole 
of Arnold, even anonymously. Hence 
he erected this marble memorial to 
the left leg—the leg that received a 
H essian bullet in the thick of tfc« 
battle. 
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T H E FOLLOW THROUGH 
At the moment of contact with
